NEW YORK, May 26.—What va- 


rious women's societies and other or- 
ganizations have failed to accomplish 
in the way of preventing the use of 
birds in the decoration of feminine 
headgear is about to be effected toy 
the milliners themselves. By an agree- 
ment which has been made between 
the Millinery Merchants' Protective 
association of New York and the Au- 
dubon society, there is to be an ab- 
solute withdrawal from the trade and 
in the trimming of hats of those spe- 
cies of birds the use 
of which the 


Audubon societies and the American 
Oriitholo'glsts' union 
have tried so 


long to suppress. 


According to this agreement, which 


was formally announced to the millin- 
ery trade today, and will remain in 
force for three years, the members of 
the Millinery association pledge them- 
selves to "abstain from the importa- 
tion, manufacture, purchase or sale of 
gulls, terns, grebes, humming birds 
and song birds." These restrictions 
are to apply to the birds irrespective 
of the country in which they may have 
been killed or captured 
On January 


1, next, the Importation, manufacture, 
purchase or sale of the plumage of 
egertu or herons and American peli- 
cans of any species is to be added to 
the prohibited list. 


The Audubon society of New York 


state on its part has agreed to en- 
deavor to prevent all illegal interfer- 
ence on the part of game wardens 
with the millinery trade; to refrain 
from aiding the passage of any legis- 
lation that has for Its object the re- 
striction against the Importation, man- 
ufacture or sale of fancy feathers ob- 
tained from domestic fowls, or of the 
plumage of foreign birds other than 
those specifically 
mentioned in the 


prescribed list.

at 


Beckwith Pass that they had reached 
the summit of the Sierras. 
It was 


hard to believe that at five hundred 
feet above Reno there is an easy pass 
across the great range. No wonder, 
the excursionists thought, that several 
companies are fighting for possession 
of this gateway to the Sierras 
All 


along the road could be seen'camps 
of surveyors and stakes are driven as 
thick as pickets in a fence. 


Sierra valley was a place of beauty, 


in its prettiest dress, with wild flow- 
ers blooming in 
abundance 
eveiy- 


where. The grass is high, almost ready 
for haying, and the grain fields wave 
In the wind 


Vinton Is just as it has been for 


several years, a prosperous little place, 
but not building up much. Beckwith 
is a bustling busy town. A dozen new 
houses ai e in course of construction 
and many more are contemplated The 
cause of this activity Is the railroad 
work. The Boca & Loyalton company 
has a large force of graders at work 
extending its line 
A number of car- 


loads of ties and steel have arrived 
and are being laid. 


The ride down the Feathei rivei was 


an Interesting one 
This is one of 


the most picturesque streams In the 
west. Its precipitous banks are heav- 
ily timbered and wild flowers bloom in 
abundance there 
Every canyon Has 


a tiout stream 
tumbling 
down its 


rocky depths 


The band mill, owned by the Reno 


Mill and Lumbei company, has been 
abandoned and anew 
site selected 


Wood choppers aie bxisy all along the 
road and thousands of cords aie rank- 
ed up ready for shipment 


Clairvllle looks 
badly 
dilapidated 


The mill there has also been .removed 
to another point 


Fiom Clairville on the road has just 


been completed and follow s a scenic 
route . At one place, knov,n as Inspi- 


ration Point, there is a view of deep 
gorges with a fertile valley in the mid- 
dle ground and afar 
are the snowy 


Sierras. 


Thence the road circles down to the 


depths of "Willow creek gorge. There 
are deep cuttings and heavy fills and 
at shoit intervals the train dashes 
over high trestles, 
but the steel is
